Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-16, 20-35 and 37-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. In particular, the independent clairris fail to provide a transitional phrase 
such as "comprising". 

Claims 38 and 39 appear to define the claimed invention in terms of the non- 
claimed invention of a remote supporting structure.
